A grant through an economic 
development fund overseen by 
Crawford County officials may 
help Mercy Hospital Grayling 
-reach its $2.3 million capital 
campaign for an emergency 


room expansion. 


The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners have agreed 
to review a grant request made 
to the county’s economic devel- 
opment fund which would give 
hospital officials the final push 
needed to meet its capital cam- 
paign goal, 

Paul Lerg, the co-chairperson 
for the emergency room capital 
campaign and chairman of the 
hospital’s board of trustees, said 
that hospital officials have 
raised $2.2 million through 


donations for the $6.3 million 


project. 

The hospital's current emer- 
gency room was designed to 
serve [0,000 patients per year, 
but now serves twice that figure 
annually, In addition, space is 
being sought to meet the heavy 
demand placed on hospital staff 
during the busy tourism season

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Huss withdrew 
from domestic 
violence program

Federal funding funneled 
through the Michigan Attorney 
General’s Office earmarked to 
prosecute domestic violence 
cases has bypassed Crawford 
County. 

A $75,000 grant will pay to 
have Assistant Attorney General 
Bonita (Bonnie) Hoffman prose- 
cute domestic violence cases in 
Otsego, Kalkaska and 
Roscommon Counties. The grant 
is being funded for two years. 

In September, Crawford 
County Prosecutor John Huss 
was contacted by Carol 
Garagiola, the domestic violence 
program director for the 
Attorney General’s (AG’s) 
office, requesting support for the 
appointment of the special pros- 
ecutor in Crawford County. 

After thinking about the pro- 

gram, Huss contacted the AG's 
Office and said he planned to 
apply for the job and would 
retire as county prosecutor. Huss 
said he was not told not to apply 
for the job. 
’ “Huss asked his‘assistant prose- 
cutor, Dave Sabin, to serve on 
the interview panel with prose- 
cutors from Kalkaska and 
Otsego Counties and AG’s office 
representatives. 

On three different occasions, 
Huss said he asked for a copy of 
the job description and protocol 
for the position, but was never 
supplied with the documents. 


During an interview on Oct. 13, 
Huss said he discovered that the 
protocol for the position con- 
flicted with ordinarily acceptable 
prosecutorial practices, dictating 
that a victim was not to be 
charged with perjury for falsify- 
ing accusations and lying under 
oath because if would amount to 
“re-victimization,” 

“This is absurd, as a matter of 
fact and law, in as much as he or 
she would not be the victim, 
rather the perpetrator of false 
criminal accusations against an 
innocent person,” Huss said. 

When the AG’s office contact- 
ed Huss to tell him he was not 
selected for the position, he said 
he was told that Garagiola did 
not believe Sabin was as “com- 
mitted to the project as he should 
have been” should he become 
the chief county prosecutor. 
Huss said the explanation made 
no sense whatsoever, since the 
program was never discussed 
with Sabin. 

Sabin attempted to call 
Garagiola’s office, but never 
received a return phone call. In 
addition, Huss said he contacted 
the prosecutors that were on the 
interview panel, and learned that 
two of the offictals had selected 
him as their first choice and the 
third prosecutor only submitted 


an evaluation of each applicant . 


without ranking them in any 
order.

Municipalities pitch in 
to battle tax dispute

County and township officials 
are banding together for a tax 
fight with an owner of a huge 
parcel of land in Frederic 
Township. 

Attorneys for the Jean Olson 
Trust, which owns 1,600 acres 
of land on the Crawford County- 
Otsego County line, have filed 
petition with the State Tax 
Tribunal, seeking to change the 
future taxable value for the 
property. 

Attorneys for the trust, which 
is based in Scottsdale, Ariz., 
have told township officials that 
they plan to either sell or name a 
new agent for the trust. They are 
seeking to have the taxable value 
for the land, which is $316,193, 
used for tax purposes, instead of 


the state equalized value, which 


is $1.2 million. 

Under Michigan tax law 
established by Proposal A in 
1994, an adjustment of the 
assessment ts made when prop- 
erty is sold or transferred. 

All taxing entities in Crawford 
County would stand to lose rev- 
enues if the assessment is low- 
ered. County and township offi- 


cials said the land is assessed at 
similar rates of other large prop- 
erties recently sold in the county. 

Jeff Kea, the 
Township supervisor, said it 
would cost an estimated $12,000 
for attorneys specializing in tax 
law to defend the case, and 
$2,250 for an appraisal to be 
done on the property. 

“We want to make sure our 
assessor has come up with a fair 
appraisal for the property, and 
we think we’re in the right ball- 
park,” Kea said. 

Crawford County 
Commissioners at a recent meet- 
ing pledged to spend up to 
$5,000 on the tax issue. 

Joe Wakeley, the Crawford 
County treasurer, said officials 
could not simply change the tax 
assessment without a sound 
basis. 

“Jf we simply change that tax 
assessment, that would open up 
the door for everybody clse to 
come in and say that their taxes 
are too high,” he said, 

Taxing units in the county 
have previously banded for tax 
tribunal cases for Forest Dunes 
and the Grayling Generating 
Station, Wakeley said.

This past week, those of us 
wtha are licensed day care 
providers received copies: of the 
State’s new day care licensing 
rules, effective January 1, 2006. 
(R 400.1901 - R 400.1963) 
Under these new rules, it will be 


a misdemeanor for a friend of the . 


family to watch a child for so 
much as one day if he/she is not 
licensed for day care by the state. 
I feel these rules cross the line of 
appropriate government inter- 
vention within our community, 
our families, and our democratic 
free society! 

Under the old legislation, a 
person could care for unrelated 
children up to three weeks with- 
in a calendar year without 
obtaining a license and still have 
a clear criminal record. This, to 
me, still seems a little extreme. 
] am certainly for all children 
being kept safe. They are pre- 
cious and deserve protection 
from anyone and anything that 
could harm them. 

However, I believe that in 
most cases, parents have a pretty 
good handle on what is a safe 
environment for their children. 
There are many wonderful peo- 
ple in our great state who are 
super with kids and would be 
very safe caregivers, though they 
have no imtention of jumping 
through all the hoops, to become 
licensed day care providers, 
(only those who are serious 
about a full-time carcer in day

your day care lady is sick?

The childhood overweight epidemic 
and challenge: What can families 
and communities do? 


Jt is a well-known fact that 
overweight and obesity are criti- 
cal health issues among adults in

among children is alarming, 
The prevalence of both over- 
weight and obesity in childhood 
and adolescence has doubled in 
the past two decades in the U.S. 

Nationally, 20-30 percent of 
children ages 2-19 years can be 
classified as overweight or at risk 
for overweight. 

Likewise, 36 percent of chil- 
dren (ages 1-5 years) participat- 
ing in the Michigan Women, 
Infants and Children (WIC) 
Federal Food Program fit this 
description, according to 2005 
WIC data. 

With increasing rates of child- 
hood overweight, we are begin- 
ning to see chronic “adult” dis- 
eases, such as high blood pres- 
sure, high cholesterol, and type 2 
diabetes, at younger ages. In 
addition, negative social stereo- 
types and stigmatization can 
cause psychological stress lead- 
ing to low self-esteem, poor body 
image, and eating disorders. 

Numerous factors contribute to 
overweight in children. These 
include genetic, behavioral 
lifestyle, and environmental 
influences. According to 
research by the University of 
California | Cooperative 
I?xtension and the California FIT 
WIC Project, the best way to pre- 
vent or reduce overweight among 


children is to focus on environ-_ 


mental change. 

This means schools, families, 
health professionals, governmen- 
tal agencies, and businesses must 
work together to promote envi- 
ronments where children have 
opportunities to make healthy 
choices and be physically active. 
Schools as well as parents play a 
key role in creating settings 
where students can improve their 
food choices and be active. 

Ideas for promoting physical 
activity:

Seismic specialist Lin Cheng- 
horng, noting the building may 
be constructed on an earthquake 
fault line, claims that “the pres- 
sure of the building’s weight of 
700 tons may be causing 
increased seismic activity and the 
tremors could be a direct result of 
the loading of the: mega-struc- 
ture,” according to the AP report.

Message from FBI is a hoax, computer virus 


Sheriff Kirk Wakefteld warns 
Crawford County citizens of a 
new hoax online: an e-mail mes- 
sage that appears to come from 
the Federal 
Investigation (FBI), The fraudu- 
lent e-mail, which claims that, the 
recipjent is, Known, to, have been 
visiting web siles, contains a virus 
that could infect your computer. 

A variant of the W32 of Sober 
worm, the virus is a mass mailer 
that sends itself as an e-mail 
attachment to addresses gathered 
from the compromised computer. 
The virus does not modify or 
delete files; however, the burden it 
places on a system's resources can 
be enormous, resulting in comput- 
er crashes. 


FBI Director Robert Mueller 


has denounced the e-mail as a 
hoax and is investigating the 
source of the message.

Web site provides 
travelers with winter 
road conditions 


With the holiday season in full 
swing and the official start of 
winter on Dec. 21, the Michigan 
State Police is reminding citizens 
to. visit the Winter Travel 
Advisory Web site to check road 
conditions before they travel. 
The Web site is focated at 
www. michigan.gov/roadcondi- 
tions. 

The public may view current 
road conditions for any area of 
the state from this Web site. 
Road conditions are listed for 
freeways and state truck lines, 
which are the first to be cleared 
during bad winter weather. 
Road conditions are categorized 
as clear, wet, icy, snow covered, 
slushy, overpass icy, drifting 
snow, lanes reduced, blowing 
snow, or roads closed. While 
road conditions for rural and 
county roads are not on the Web 
site, it would be unusual for road 
conditions on these roads to be 
better than those listed for the 
area freeways. 


The Michigan State Police 
Winter Travel Advisory is updat- 
ed twice a day from information 
provided by law enforcement and 
public safety personnel working 
throughout Michigan. The advi- 
sory is posted online from 
November to March each year, 
The public can also access 
weather and road conditions by 
calling the Michigan State Police 
Travel Hotline at 1-800-381- 
8477. State Police ask that you 
utilize either the Web site or the 
Travel Hotline rather than calling 
your local State Police post. ° 

As a reminder, driving too fast 
for road conditions is the number 
one cause of traffic crashes dur- 
ing the winter season. The 
Michigan State Police encourage 
holiday travelers to check the 
Winter Travel Advisory Web site 
for information and use their own 
best judgement when traveling 
this winter, If weather condi- 
tions appear too severe for travel, 
they most likely are.

Carrier Pickup lets customers 
take: advantage of the personal 
convenience and service of hav- 
ing packages picked up at their 
home or office, It's available all 
year long, “Our carriers are 
going to the Grayling Post Office 
anyway”, said Grayling’s acting 
Postmaster Jackie Cass. “ Save 
yourself a trip and take advan- 
tage of this free service.” 

Customers simply print 
Priority Mail or Express Mail 
labels with Click-N-Ship, then 
log on to www.usps.com to 
request a pickup of the package. 
A letter carrier will pick it up at 
no extra charge during the next 
day’s delivery. Same day pick- 
up can also be scheduled. 
Although requests for Carrier 
Pickup can be made any day of 
the week at any time, pickups 
themselves are made Monday 
through Saturday, and can be 
scheduled as much as_ three 
months in advance. 

“As people become aware of it, 
Carrier Pickup is becoming a 
popular service we offer, espe- 
cially for small and home-based 
businesses,” said Cass. “The 
convenience of door-to-door 
delivery is only a keyboard click 
away.” . 

There is no limit to the number 
of packages that can be sent 
using Carrier Pickup. 
Customers don’t even have to be 
home, Instructions can be left 


online when requesting a pickup 
that will allow the carrier to com- 
plete the transaction. 

Customers can address labels 
with postage for Express Mail or 
Priority Mail service online, 
Postage must be applied to the 
package before the scheduled 
pickup. Carriers leave a notifi- 
cation at the pickup location con- 
firming pickup. 

“Our carriers go to homes and 
businesses every day, making tt 
quick, easy and convenient for 
customers to use our services.” 
Cass said, “Carrier Pickup is 


one more way of extending the 
Grayling Post Office to the cus- 
tomer’s doorstep.”

We studied Paul’s debt of the 
gospel to every human being in 
Romans 1:14. We saw Paul’s 
readiness to preach the gospel in 
verse 15, Now we have in verse 
16a, Paul’s daring or boldness in 
preaching the gospel, “Fofl am 
nat ashained of the gospel of 
Christ...” This trilogy of char- 
acteristics gives us insight into 
the apostle Paul success in 
spreading of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ across the known world 
of his day. The three “I am’s” of 
Romans should impact the con- 
science of every Christian today: 
“T am debtor..., | am ready..., I 
am not ashamed....” 

Paul was not ashamed 
because he had trusted Jesus 


Christ as his savior. This is the, 


promise of Rorans 9:33: “As 
it is written, Behold, I lay in 
Sion a stumblingstone and rock 
of offense: and whosoever 
believeth on him shall not be 
ashamed.” Again Paul wrote in 
Romans 10:t1: “For the scrip- 
ture saith, Whosoever believeth 
on him shall not be ashamed.” 
As Paul told Timothy in 2 
Timothy 1:12: “For the which 
cause I also suffer these things: 
nevertheless 1 am not ashamed: 
for I know whom I have

have committed unto him 
against that day.” As Paul said 
in 2 Timothy 1:8: “Be not thou

1989, In its last performance 
review in 1994, the auditor gen- 
eral had recommended improve- 
ments. This time around, the 
audit found no significant prob- 
lems. 

The office oversees programs 
for criminals whose sentences 
didn't put them behind bars. 

“We've made huge strides 
since the early 1990s," said Ken 
Brzozowski, administrator for 
the office. "Those problems we 
experienced back in the infancy 
Stage were eventually resolved 
once we had more: ‘Tesources to 


work with.” 


Michigan's sentencing guide- 
lines are unique in the United 
States: After a verdict, a point 
system is used to determine the 
severity of the punishment. 
Michigan has three categories for 
sentences, while all other states 
have two: behind bars or. not. 
Michigan also has "straddle" sen- 


tences which may be more severe 
than probation, including clec- 
tronic tethers or community serv- 
ice, 

The office also provides grants 
to municipalities for projects like 
expanding local and county jails 
and establishing community cor- 
rections boards. Such boards 
establish guidelines for commu- 
nity punishments. 

Michigan has 44 community 
corrections boards serving 73 
counties.

The following programs are 
available to qualified low- 
income and senior customers: 


The Winter Protection Plan. 


protects qualified seniors and 
low-income customers from 
service shut off due to non-pay- 
ment between Nov. |, 2005 and 
March 31, 2006. While 
enrolled in this program, cus- 
tomers must pay a portion of 


their estimated annual bill, plus 


regular payments on any past 
due bills. Customers wishing 
to enroll in this program must 
meet eligibility requirements, 
and should call (800) 477-4747. 

An additional safeguard pro- 
vided by MichCon and Detroit 
Edison is the Double Notice 
Protection plan. Customers 
may identify a friend or relative 
to receive a copy of any overdue 
or shut-off notice. The backup 
helps protect against service 
shut-off in the event that a cus- 
tomer is ill, out-of-town, or oth- 
erwise unable to receive utility 
shut-off notices, 

If a medical emergency exists, 
the utilities will not shut off 
service for up to 21 days if cus- 
tomers obtain verification from 
their doctor or a public health 
agency. 

With Home Heating Credit E- 
Filing eligible customers may 
receive funds from the state of 
Michigan to apply toward their 
heating bill. To qualify, a cus- 
tomer must meet the Home 
Heating Credit income guide- 
lines.
